The figures contained herein 
are beged on data obtained from the 1933 Census, the Civilian Register of 1943, 
the Occupation Survoy of 1945, Annual Censuses of Factory and Rural Production and 
returns from Governmental Authoritios, together with Monthly Psy-Roll Tax Returns 
lodged by 811 omployors (Othor then Commonwealth Covernment Authoritios, roligious 
and benevolont institutions and public hospitals) paying moro than £20 per wock in 
WEZOB.
